Remove the tongue, remove the skin 
and place It In a casserole; add the 
water in which the tongue was 
cooked, thicken with three table­ 
spoonfuls each of flour and butter 
mixed; add a pint of stewed tomato 
strained, a small carrot chopped, a 
clove of garlic, one-half tablespoon­ 
ful of Worcestershire sauce, a few 
dashes of red pepper, and simmei 
with the tongue for two hours 
Serve from the casserole. 
Cherry Tart.—Take a can of rich 
cherries, either canned or preserved 
drain from the Juice, and add to It 
a slight thickening of cornstarch or 
arrowroot. 
Cook until the starch 
taste is entirely removed.

Need for Uniform Laws 
That there is a need for fair and 
un orm legislation on the use and 
operation of motor vehicles through­ 
out the United States has been gen­ 
erally recognized along with the ex­ 
pansion of motor transportation, and 
there is some promise that in the fu­ 
ture some 
Results 
along this line 
may 
be abtained, 
doubtless under 
the leadership of the National Auto­ 
mobile Chamber of Commerce. 
H. H. Rice, chairman of the leg­ 
islative committee of that organiza­ 
tion, sa>s that up to 1904 there were 
practically no motor vehicle laws in 
the United States, and since that 
time la^s have been passed by the 
legislatures of every state in 
the 
Union, covering both taxation 
and 
operation of 
motor 
vehicles. 
Not 
only do taxes vary in the states, but 
the laws are so different that they 
are beyond the mastery of drivers 
w ho go from one state to another. 
In 
registration 
or license 
fees 
alone, 
says Mr. Rice, 
there is go 
much lack of authority that the fee 
on a five-ton truck, for example, va­ 
ries from $40 in one state to $300 in 
another. 
There is also 
the 
same 
need, he says, for uniformity in laws 
affecting the operation, particularly 
those relating to 
size, 
weight and 
speed and traffic 
regulations. 
Not 
only do the laws of the states vary 
widely, but the same confusion con­ 
fronts a motor driver who goes from 
one city to another, there also being 
a great lack of i^niformlty in traffic 
ordinances.
